Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on September 2, 2008 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of US Patent No. 7,208,035 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an ink set for Inkjet recording, which comprises at least two black 
inks having different densities from each other, wherein the at least two black inks each 
independently comprises as aqueous medium and a dye having a Amax of from 500 nm 
to 700 nm and a half-band width value of 100 nm or more in an absorption spectrum of 
a diluted solution, the absorption spectrum being standardized to have an absorbance 
of 1 .0 at the Amax, wherein a lower density black ink in the at least two black inks has 
an ozone fastness stronger than that of a higher density black ink in the at least two 
black inks, the higher density black ink having a density higher than that of the lower 
density black ink. The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent 7,208,035, issued to 
Ogawa et al., however, applicants have filed a certified English translation of their 
foreign priority which entitles them to a date of November 4, 2003 which is earlier than 
the effective filing date of the above U.S. Patent 7,208,035. Accordingly, the 103(a) 
rejection over Ogawa et al. has been overcome and the application is allowable.
